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THE WHITE EYE 


By MANKATO 
In The Sporting Chronicle (Manchester, 
England). 
T has been alleged that good judges associate 
“showing the white of the eye” with way- 
wardness or shiftiness of disposition. And that 
as Goyescas “shows the white of his eye’’ he is 
likely to become as unreliable as, shall we say, 
his collateral relative, Peter. 


Here it seems necessary to point out that 
“showing the white of the eye” is in no way 
connected with temperament or psychology. The 
white of the eye is the dense white fibrous mem- 
brane which invests four-fifths of the horse’s 
eyeball. The remaining fifth is invested by the 
clear transparent cornea. 

Horses show the white of the eye when the 
sclerotic (dense white) coat, which is quite im- 
pervious to light, is disproportionately developed. 
In them a rim of white surrounding the cornea 
is visible at all times. After taking notes on 
many hundreds of pairs of eyes in all breeds of 
horses I have not found that there is any associa- 
tion between “showing the white of the eye’’ and 
temperament or vice. 

The incidence of undesirable traits coming 
under those headings is just as high in horses 
which possess a very fully-developed cornea as in 
those horses in which the white of the eye is 
disproportionately large. Almost any horse is 
able to show the white of an eye (but not of both 
simultaneously) when he desires to look at an 
object almost immediately behind him. In order 
to extend his field of vision he turns his head a 
little to one side, and at the same moment that 
he directs an eyeball backwards he turns the 
other eyeball forwards and i>-vards. 

Tristan and Peter showed no white in their 
eyes normally, but when they were annoyed with 
anything in their rear they turned an eyeball 
back as far as they could in order to direct the 
forthcoming kick more accurately. In perform- 
ing this action they, and other horses, showed or 
show a little white at the inner corner of the eye. 
But this is not the condition known as “showing 
the white of the eye.” This is a distinguishing 
feature in the anatomy of the horse’s eyeball. It 
has nothing whatever to do with his thoughts and 
intentions, whether good or evil. 


Wootton, Stubbs, Sartorius Chalon, Herring, 
and other of the old horse painters could not 
resist depicting many of their subjects with a 
turned-back eyeball. Whether they painted ‘the 
horse looking forwards, sideways, or backward, 
and with ears pricked or laid back, seemed to be 
quite immaterial so long as a little white was 
visible in the inner corner of the eye. 

Of far greater importance in the case of 
Goyescas than the relative size of white and 
cornea in an eye, or eyes, in his singular con- 
formation in front of the saddle and his fore 
action, neither of which is such as could be de- 
sired, especially for Epsom. 

In neglecting duly to observe the presence or 
absence of essential features bearing on loco- 
motion, and concentrating on “white of the eye,” 
a critic of racehorses is on par with a motor 
specialist who formed his opinion on the speed 
and reliability of a car from the size and shape 
of its lamps. 


MUSINGS WITHOUT METHOD

WENTY GRAND, son of *St. Germans and 
Bonus, by *All Gold, has smashed into the 
traditional smithereens the records of two 
famous and coveted 3-year-old fixtures of the 
American Turf. 

In winning the Kentucky Derby, at Churchill 
Downs, on May 16, he ran the mile and a quarter 
in 2:01 4-5; the previous record for the event 
having been 2:03 3-5, established by Old Rosebud 
in 1914. Twenty Grand carried 126 pounds and 
Old Rosebud (a gelding) 114 pounds. 

In winning the Belmont Stakes, at Belmont 
Park, on June 13, he ran the mile and a half in 
2:29 3-5; the previous record for the event hav- 
ing been 2:31 2-5, established by Galant Fox 
last season. Both colts carried the same weight, 
126 pounds. 

The Kentucky Derby has been run annually, 
without intermission, since 1875, but was at the 
true Derby distance from that date only until 
1896, when it was shortened to a mile and a quar- 
ter—-the present distance having been the stan- 
dard, therefore, throughout 36 renewals. 

The Belmont Stakes has been run annually 
since 1867, with the exceptions of 1911 and 1912, 
when there was no renewal, owing to the Hughes 
anti-racing crusade. It has been an event that 
has suffered many alterations of distance, owing 
to the restless habits of American track-man- 
agers in that regard and their inability to per- 
ceive the propriety of establishing and strictly 
upholding a correct tradition. 

Up to 1874 the Belmont was a race of a mile 
and five furlongs. It was then reduced to a mile 
and a half, at which distance it was run from 
1874 to 1890, when it was still further reduced 
to a mile and a quarter. In 1893 another furlong 
was lopped off and in that year and 1894 it was 
but a nine-furlong event. In 1895 another 
change of policy caused it to be conditioned at a 
mile and a quarter. The next year there was 
another application of the stetcher and it became 
a mile and three furlongs but this lasted only 
until 1904, when there was another reduction to 
a mile and a quarter, which obtained that year 
and the next. In 1906 it was put back at a mile 
and three furlongs and there it remained until, 
1926, when it was wisely decreed to adopt the 
correct Derby distance of a mile and a half and 
that has now become the established one which, 
there is every reason to believe, will be so as 
long as Mr. Widener remains the directing mind 
of Belmont Park. 

DIFFICULT BASIS FOR COMPARISON 

It will therefore be seen that while the Bel- 
mont Stakes has now been run 62 times, 40 of 
these races have been at distances of less than 
a mile and a half. Moreover, only six of the 
22 renewals at a mile and a half have been run 
over the Belmont Park course, all the others hav- 
ing been contested over the historic old Jerome 
Park course previous to 1890, that having been 
the original home of what has become the most 
truly “classic” of all our great stakes events. 
And as the old Jerome Park track, famous for 
its “saddle-bag”’ pattern and its hills and dales, 
was about the slowest major course that America 
has known since the days of the Civil War, it is 
impossible to compare records made over it with 
those made over Belmont Park of today, which is 
the fastest one in this country, in the opinion 
of the majority of critics. 

Twenty Grand, therefore, in the Belmont of 
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1931, really lowered a record which represented 
but five previous years’ racing. The first “mod- 
ern” Belmont after the race was restored to the 
mile and a half status, was that of Crusader, in 
1926, which the son of Man o’ War ran in 2:32 
1-5. That record was lowered last year to 2:31 
3-5 and it was the latter mark which Twenty 
Grand so rudely shattered, lopping off no less 
than two full seconds at “one fell swoop.” 


He virtually did the same thing in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, and the outstanding feature of 
both these so-remarkable performances was the 
fact that in each he came swinging in with a lot 
left and could obviously, in the minds of those 
present, have run considerably faster. Every- 
thing reasonably leads to the conclusion that 
this opinion is correct, though it is well to keep 
in mind the fact that oftentimes when a horse is 
winning with apparent ease, in sensational time, 
he connot better it much when asked to. This 
has so often proved true that it must not be ig- 
nored in any equation. 

To those who consistently figure time as one 
of the basic factors in the determination of form 
—and very few American turfmen today do 
otherwise—-these two performances of Twenty 
Grand, with, in the background, his record- 
breaking mile in 1:36 flat, as a 2-year-old, under 
122 pounds, equip him with credentials of an 
exalted character. There remains but one criti- 
cism to be heard of him—that he is not and never 
will be able to get away from the barrier as 
quickly as many other horses and requires a 
goodly distance of ground if he is to shine. 
Otherwise his certificate is 100 per cent. He has 
prodigious speed; he can carry it as far as 
modern horses are asked to; his action, when he 
settles to his work, is extremely impressive; the 
idea that he cannot negotiate heavy going was 
thoroughly exploded by his Belmont trial, which 
was run through mud fetlock deep and so con- 
vincing that it sent the Jamestown party scut- 
tling to cover; and, last of all, he is apparently 
a perfect racing tool, racing clean-headed and 
being admirably controllable and plastic in his 
rider’s hands. 

He has range and power, just about the right 
size, but not high finish as we understand that 
term. His head, in fact, resembles that of a 
trotter more than that of a Thoroughbred and 
his outlines are those of speed and endurance 
rather than those of elegance or beauty. 

FOuR GREAT COLTS 

I think we need not despair of the future of 
the American blood-horse when within a period 
of six years we have seen four different Bel- 
mont winners of the class of Crusader, Blue 
Larkspur, Gallant Fox and Twenty Grand. With- 
in the same period we have also had upon the 
Turf Reigh Count, Toro, Sun Beau, Misstep, 
Diavolo, Questionnaire, etc., etc., a remarkable 
galaxy taken as a whole. Individually and col- 
lectively they are a great credit to the breed 
and I “point with pride” to them because they 
seem to me eminently worthy of such a gesture. 

Has any other great 3-year-old classic ever 
produced, within a six-year period, four better 
colts than the quartette named above. To-wit— 
Crusader, Blue Larkspur, Gallant Fox and Twen- 
ty Grand? In order to test out that proposition, 
I have “gone to headquarters” and scanned the 
list of winners of the “race of races,” the Epsom 
Derby. 

Of coure, that greatest of all turf events has 
an advantage in the beginning, in that it dates 
back to 1780 and has been contested annually 


now for over a century and a half. Again, the 
Epsom Derby never fails to attract practically 
every British 3-year-old of the first magnitude, 
also the cream of the Irish and French for many 
years past—it is over half a century since Gladi- 
ateur “avenged Waterloo.” Also, America has 
sent across the Atlantic of her best again and 
again and once, in 1881, with Iroquois, “snatched 
the flower, safety, from the nettle, danger,” 
While, on the contrary, the Belmont does not in- 
variably attract all our best 3-year-olds and still 
remains in a sense, a Metropolitan event, though 
its scope has in recent years greatly broadened. 

Conditions, therefore, greatly favor the Epsom 
Derby in any such investigation at the outset. 
Nevertheless, it is surprising how well the Bel- 
mont comes off from a comparison. 


The first great quartet of English Derby win- 
ners to appear within a six-year period comprised 
The Flying Dutchman (1849), Voltigeur (1850), 
Teddington (1851) and West Australian (1853), 
each being a genuine crack, with whom the other 
two of that interim, Daniel O’Rourke (1852) and 
Andover (1854), did not compare. 


Beginning with 1863 a rare constellation flash- 
ed, in Macaroni, Blair Athol (1864), Gladiateur 
(1865), Lord Lyon (1866), Hermit (1867) and 
Blue Gown (1868). 

This was a wonderful sextette to appear in 
six consecutive seasons. It was, however, al- 
most equaled, in the six immediately following, 
as the winners, in rotation, were Pretender 
(1869), Kingcraft (1870), Favonius (1871), Cre- 
morne (1872), Doncaster (1873) and George 
Frederick (1874), four of which were genuine 
stars. 

ENGLAND AND AMERICA 

The next six-year period also produced four 
nonpariels, viz., Galopin (1875), Kisber (1876), 
Silvio (1877) and Bend Or (1880). 

Between 1884 and 1889 there appeared *St. 
Gatien (dead heat with Harvester, 1884), Mel- 
ton (1885), *Ormonde (1886), Ayrshire (1888) 
and Donovan (1889). 

Between 1893 and 1898 there appeared Isin- 
glass (1893), Ladas (1894), Persimmon (1896) 
and Galtee More (1897). 

Between 1899 and 1904 there appeared Flying 
Fox (1899), Ard Patrick (1902), *Rock Sand 
(1903) and St. Amant (1904). 

These are the overshadowing groups which a 
division of the table of English Derby winners 
into six-year periods reveals. Which was the 
greatest among them is something that cannot 
be decided definitely, as even an attempt in that 
direction would produce endless debate. Turf- 
men differ as much in their estimates of great 
horses of the past as they do regarding those of 
the present even though the former must be 
judged academically while the latter are adjudi- 
cated from first-hand experience and observa- 
tion. 

As regards the comparative merits of Ameri- 
can and English horses, it may be put down in 
advance that any English critic, unless one very 
exceptional, would regard any group of great 
English horses as far superior to any group of 
great American racers. This is the traditional 
national viewpoint. But we have distinctly enough 
evidence pointing to the fact, when studied at- 
tentively, that no such superiority exists, nor has 
existed since first the Thoroughbred attained 
full-fledged status in the U. S. A. Everything 
tends to establish it as true that there is little 
if any diference in class between the high-class 
British (including Irish), French, American and 
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Australian horses and that to argue otherwise 
evinces a misapprehension of realities. 


The money-winning test is also one whose ap- 
plication leaves much to debate. Modern oppor- 
tunities are so incomparably greater, especially 
in this country, that comparisons with former 
days are often palpably unjust. However, it may 
be of interest to give condensed tabulations 
showing the achievements of the different groups 
of horses under consideration. 

In the following table the dates preceding the 
horses’ names are the years of winning the races 
under discussion. The two right-hand columns 
represent the horses’ entire careers.

These groups represent, of course, the writer’s 


personal selections—‘simply that and nothing 
more.” At the same time, they may be accepted 
as giving, roughly, if not with finality, the most 
important ones that can be assembled, working 
upon the basis assigned. 

Almost all the members of the English groups 
are clothed with an historic and, in a way, in- 
ternational glamour; for aside from their pres- 
tige as stakes winners, almost without exception 
their blood has been disseminated all over the 
world and we have become accustomed to think 
of them not merely for what they accomplished 
as performers, but in the light of their influence 
as progenitors and family-builders. If we strip 
their attributes of the latter variety away from 
them, however, and confine our scrutiny merely 
to their Turf records, it seems to me that the 
four winners of the Belmont Stakes hold their 
own with any four Derby winners in any of the 
above groups, with the sole exception of that of 
1884-1889, in which I have included, also, five 
English horses because it seemed impossible to 
avoid it. 


CLEM IS RIGHT, BUT— 


Clem McCarthy, in The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), is telling some gospel truth to rac- 
ing folk but THE BLoop-HorsE fancies that it will 
not meet with the approval of many the most 
of those who are “breeding for the mar- 
ket,” for the simple reason that they may feel 
that their profits would diminish. Clem says: 

“There will not be sufficient good horses avail- 
able for racing in this country, until the values 
of 2-year-old stakes are decreased, and those of 
3- and 4-year-old prizes increased to a point 
where our wealthy owners are willing to hold out, 
their best colts and fillies for racing at three and 
four. We will guarantee racing associations that 
50 per cent more people would turn out to see a 
Suburban Handicap, one mile and a quarter, with 
$50,000 added, than could be drawn to a futurity. 
Racing crowds of 40,000 to 60,000 people are not 
composed mainly of horse players. Thousands of 
them are people who are witnessing a particular 
event, like a Belmont or Travers Stakes, for the 
first time, and they are drawn, not by the name 
of the race but by the celebrated horses entered 
to go. A Sun Beau, Diavolo, Display, Mike Hall, 
Gallant Fox, Questionnaire, with his 3-year-old 
triumphs behind him, is a more celebrated horse 
and with greater drawing power at the turnstiles 
than a Jamestown with but one campaign to his 
credit. Why are we hurrying our 3-year-old 
champions off to clutter up the stud farms? To 
rush out a lot of 2-year-olds and turn quick sire 
profits from a racing reputation. Those 3-year- 
old champions, if campaigned at 4, could accom- 
plish greater good for horse racing by helping 
to increase the number of paid admissions than 
by being sent to the stud to produce a false alarm 
yearling or so that brings a fabulous price solely 
because of its sire’s racing reputation. Racing 
as a sport will succeed only in direct ratio to the 
number of admissions paid at the gate by folks 
who can come to the races only a few times in a 
season, and horses whose names are well known 
furnish the magnet for those folks.” 


ARTHUR FAWCETT NOW HANDICAPPER. 


T. F. Dawkins has been succeeded by Arthur 
Fawcett as the Jockey Club’s official handicap- 
per in England. Mr. Dawkins rounded out his 
long, honorable and successful career as handi- 
capper by fixing the weights for the events de- 
cided at the recent Ascot meeting. 
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
